as the “treasure” the prefect demanded, 
are as familiar to us as the quip recorded 
in the antiphon for vespers, “Turn me over 
now, my body is roasted enough on that 
side.”” His feastday August 10 was already 
designated in the Roman Calendar of 354 
and from early times his name has been 
included in, the Canon of the Mass. 

In 330 Constantine the Great erected 
the first cemeterial church over the tomb, 
and two centuries later Pope Pelagius II 
enlarged the crypt and built a basilica. 
Other pontiffs further enlarged and re- 
stored :it. Honorius III in 1216 changed it 
considerably, and the modern popes Pius 
IX and Pius XII have played special parts 
in its history. 

We find near the tomb of St. Lawrence 
a chapel in which lies the Pontiff who suf- 
fered much from the turbulent: forces of 
political revolution and_ philosophical 
chaos — Pope Pius IX, whose cause fer 
beatification was enthusiastically intro- 
duced this year. We are deeply impressed 
by the rich beauty of the tomb of the 
pope who had asked to be buried in a 
simple, inexpensive tomb in that. basilica 
consecrated “by the blood of the most holy 
Levite, Lawrence.” It is well known that 
the great pope, who had endured such bit- 
ter treatment during his hfetime was not 
left unmolested even after his death. His 
funeral took place at midnight, and when 
the transfer of his body took place, anti- 
papal factions tried to seize it and throw 
it into the Tiber. This final insult infuri- 
ated the whole Catholic world, and con- 
tributions from all nations built a magnifi- 
cent tomb for Pope Pius IX. 

As we leave the chapel we notice a 
few persons entering a crypt just behind 
that of St. Lawrence. There we see fresh 
flowers, wreaths with the red, green, and 
white of the Italian flag — and we realize 
that for many Italians San Lorenzo means 
the burial place of Alcide de Gasperl, 
Christian Democrat premier, a great states- 
man, a great Catholic. He died in August 
1954, and was given the unusual privilege 
of being buried in the ‘basilica. 

Back out in .the fresh air we: look 
again at the marble column and see that 
it is another tribute from Pius IX to St. 
Lawrence. We glance at the basilica and 
try to imagine how it looked, when it was 
almost completely destroyed during the 
bombardment of July 23, 1943, Romans 
speak with deep feeling when they describe 


the actions of Pope Pius XII, a Roman him- 
self, when the report was brought to him, 


He hastened immediately to the scene, 
knelt and prayed there in the rubble of 
beams and mortar, and wept unashamedly. 
The poor from neighboring slums joined

These flashes of great happiness last for only 
a minute, But the God Who created the one you love,

the hush-hush of 40 years ago. Ex- 
plaining to children about their 
origin can be a beautiful story. 

There is nothing morbid or lust- 
ful in a child’s curiosity about the 
origin of babies. Everyone wants 
to know where he came from and 
where he is going. It is far more 
comforting for a child to know the 
truth than to hear a silly line 
about. a stork. The truth that a 
child grew from his mother’s body 
as an expression of his parents’ 
love for one another urges him to 
love #nd respect his parents more 
than ever. 

Nowadays the problem is not, 
“Shall we tell?” but, “How shall 
we say it?” The easiest and most 
practical way is to answer chil- 
dren’s questions as briefly and 
simply as _ possible—not ~ with 
evasions, but with statements 
understandable to them. Much de- 
pends, of course, on the age and 
experience of the child. A three- 
year-old asking, “Where did I 
come from?” may be satisfied 
with “From under’ mother’s 
heart.” Further questions should 
get answers that are clear, calm, 
and considerate. Much harm can 
be done by embarrassed and 
hasty remarks that do not get to 
the point of the question. 

“But our children haven’t asked 
us any questions,” some parents 
say. Then let them know in other 
ways.

Along with explaining that “Mary 
was the most blessed of all women 
because she had the Baby Jesus,” 
tell how Jesus was the fruit of the 
womb: “A womb is a little room 
inside a mother’s body. In it a | 
baby can grow. Remember how! 
the peach tree in the back yard | 
started to have tiny green péaches, 
and they got bigger and bigger un- 
til after a couple months it was 
nice ripe fruit. That’s something 
like the way Baby Jesus grew in- 
side the Blessed Mother’s body 
for nine months. That’s why we 
call Jesus the fruit of Mary’s 
womb, because He grew in Mary’s 
womb until He was ready to be 
born.” 


“How does the baby get out of 
the little room?” 


“There’s ‘a kind of little door, 
and when the baby is ready to be 
born, the mother lets him out.”

A few of our friends, happily, 
seem to be thoroughly adjusted, in 
just the right spot, and we feel 
that they have worked into the 
field that God fitted them for. I 
know. someone who is a wonderful 
example of this — a man who is | 
doing the thing he was meant to 
do. His name is Walter Romig, and | 
he lives with his wife and three 
children in Michigan. | 

Walter's field is books. He be-| 
came a convert when he was young 
because of the grace he received 
while reading. While he attended 
seminary to test his vocation (he 
found it was not to be), he was the 
student librarian and editor of the 
college quarterly, 

During these years his interest 
in books naturally increased. As a 
librarian he found the need of cer- 


tain kinds of reference books for | 


the reader who was trying to track 
down ideas in Catholic literature. 
And no such reference books exist- 
ed. 


He felt that since the same God 
who made man had also made the 
Catholic Church, religion should 
be as natural to man as any func. 
tion which God gave him—indeed, 
as natural as his breathing. If this 
was true, Walter reasoned, why 
did so many men fall to accept 
this religion? Obviously it was be- 
cause they: did not really . under- 
stand it. Often they had a little 
knowledge of ‘it, and that knowl- 
edgé. was incorrect. . 

So Walter attempted an exceed- 
ingly brave step—he went about 
preparing a book which would have 
in it reference to ail Catholic 
thought being expressed over the 
world, In this way it would be pos- 
sible for a reader to find in one 
place reference to any particular 
subject he needed (religion, litera- 
ture, history, science). By consult- 
ing this guide he would find a 
complete list of books and articles 
on that subject, also reviews of the 
books in any particular field. Thus 
the reader:could get a clear under- 
standing of Catholic teaching. on 
any subject he wished. 


A True Pioneer 


The series of books which Wal- 
ter Romig compiled and published 
for this purpose is called “THE 
GUIDE TO CATHOLIC LITERA- 
TURE.” Each year he brings out 
another volume covering all the 
new material which has appeared 
during ‘that year. Walter saw the 
need for such a guide in the Cath- 
olic field, and was the first one 
brave enough to provide and pub- 
lish such a book. He is certainly a 
true pioneer, as daring as any pio- 
neer who faced unfriendly Indians 
or wild animals. 

Walter has provided other books 
for Catholic readers and scholars. 
Every second year he brings out 
the “AMERICAN CATHOLIC

This was all especially noteworthy 
to Johnny Mostil because the 
White Sox fans were also celebrat- 
ing “Johnny Mostil Day” which, as 
you. know, is traditional in Major 
League baseball whenever a play- 
er is singled out for special 
honors. 7 

The umpire had shouted “Play 
ball!” and the White Sox players 
were trotting briskly to their posi- 
tions. Mostil had almost arrived at 
his position in center field when 
one of the other outfielders called 
to him that he had seen Bishop 
Noll in one of thé box seats be- 
hind the Sox dugout. With that 
Mostil paused, turned around and 
peered intently at the boxes. 

Then he did something which 
everyone present ‘will always re- 
member. He trotted back across 
the outfield and headed ‘toward 
the Sox dugout. The umpire raised 
his arms and signaled a delay of 
the start of the game for a couple 
of minutes. It was presumed that 
Mostil: had forgotten his sun- 
glasses. The star centerfielder for 
the Chicago White Sox made his 
way to the railing directly in front 
of Bishop Noll’s box. There he 
took off his cap, genuflected and 
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this is only part of the reason. You 
see. there is also the fact that the 


Browns’ quarterback will be 
George Ratterman. This young 


man played behind Johnny Lu- 
jack when at-,.Notre Dame. But 
when they gave him the ball in the 
Chicago All Star game of 1947, he 
proceeded to pass and lead his 
team to a tremendous upset vic- 
tory over the Chicago Bears. Now, 
Georgy-Boy has been sitting on the 
Browns’ bench for the last. few 
years waiting for Otto Graham to 
retire. The time has finally come, 
and Mr. Ratterman, who has been 
the best paid bench-warmer in 
pro history, is not the type to fail 
to have a good night in Chicago, 
come Friday... not with those 
television cameras operating from 
coast-to-coast. And after. all, 
wouldn’t it be more than fair for 
Ratterman to emerge as the hero.

Now a Spaniard, Jose Maria 
Gironella, has written a master- 
piece, a two-volume novel of 1,000 
pages, The Cypresses Believe in 
God (Knopf. $10), which endeavors 
to picture both panoramically and 
microscopically the enormously de- 
tailed and complex truth of the 
matter. 


It has many 
dozens of char- 
acters, but the 
principals may 
be said to be the 
Alvear family, 
living in the 
city of Gerona, 
in Catalonia, in 
northeast- 
ern Spain. They 
are middle class 
people, marked 
“fy rg ge moe 
whic almost 
none of the oth- Msgr. Kennedy 
er figures in the story share. 


The husband and father, Matias 
Alvear, is a telegraph operator. In 
his youth an unbeliever, he has, 
by the love and example of his 
wife, Carmen Elgazu, a Basque, 
been persuaded of the validity of 
the Catholic religion and has re- 
turned to faithful if -undemonstra- 
tive practice of it. 


There are three Alvear children: 
Ignacio, 16 when the book opens, 
an attractive and intelligent youth, 
who tries the seminary, finds it is 
not for him, then goes to work in 
a bank while attending night 
classes to complete his college 
course and go on to the study- of 
law. He has much of his father’s 
temperament and fairness. 

The. second son, Cesar, five 
years younger, is awkward in ap- 
pearance and quiet in manner, a 
boy of inexhaustible patience and 
kindness, inclined to be withdrawn 
and meditative. He goes to the 
seminary, delights in the life 
there, and has no thought but io 
give himself to God in the priest- 
hooc and the priestly service of 
mankind. 

The only daughter is Pilar, pret- 
ty, pert, and gay. 

This is a happy family, far from 
being the richest in Gerona, far 
from being the poorest. The heart 
of the household is Carmen 
Elgazu, a woman of warmth, piety, 
and admirable common sense. The 
head, of course, is Matias, even- 
tempered, generous, reasonable, 
dispassionate in judgment, and 
not given to the violent partisan- 
ship common to most of the char- 
acters. All of them want the Re- 
public to succeed. 


Republic In Infancy 


The Republic is in its infancy 
as the long but close-knit and 
steadily mounting novel opens. It 
is not Communist in origin or con- 
stitution, but its chances of sur- 
vival seem slim and shaky indeed. 
And this because of the multiple 


| fragmentation of Spain. 


The political parties, for ex- 
ample, are practically countless, 
and the members of each see in it 
transcendent principles and values 
and are fanatically committed to 
its prevailing. Cooperation, and 
the compromise it involves, are 
virtually impossible. 

In addition, there is regionalism, 
with each section zealous in self- 
worship and set against all others, 
and some regions demanding com- 
plete autonomy. A unifying dedi- 
cation to an organic Spain does 
not exist. Centripetal force is 
constantly and mightily at work. 

Moreover, there are the social 


‘divisions, castes rather than class- 


es. The fabulously wealthy fam- 
ilies contrast sharply with the 
véry poor, miserably circumstanc- 
ed people subsiding in hideous 
slums or in subjugation to the 
lordly owners of vast tracts of 
land. Alienation of caste from 
caste isa stark fact, and resent- 
ments are boiling.

It has been the 
official, exclusive establishment in 
Spain, where the Reformation 
never encroached. Its age-old 
prevalence, and its link with the 
crown, have induced a dangerous 
complacency and a faise sense of 
security on the part of churchmen. 
The working masses, urban and 
rural, have fallen away from it, 
and their feeling of outrage to- 
ward their exploiters extends to 
the Church, not because it has op- 
pressed them, but because they 
consider it the ally, if not the in- 
strument, of those who have. 


I do not mean to give the im- 
pression that Mr. Gironella states 
anything like the foregoing in the 
summary manner of the preceding 
paragraphs. No, he is a novelist 
of genius, undoubtedly one of the 
greatest of our era, and his meth- 
od is not formal analysis or argu- 
mentation, but the graphic and 
penetrating presentation of men, 
women, a society, an atmosphere, 
crosscurrents. One comes to know 
the people, to enter intimately 
into their several situations, to 
live the story. 

In the years when a leftist gov- 
ernment is in office (1931-1933), 
there is land reform, the unions 
win benefits for the workers, re- 
sorts previously closed to all but 
the rich become open to all, a 
feeling of salutary change obtains. 
But along with these, there goes 
a deliberate attack on _ religion, 
far-reaching and _ swift-moaving. 
| This is offensive to a large part of 
the populace, and serves to deep- 
en and poison further the enmi- 
ties already existing. 

When a rightist government 
takes over in 1933, some of the 
good reforms are junked along 
'with some of the violations of con- 
science. It looks as if a relapse 
into outmoded. ways is being ar- 
ranged, and this sparks discontent. 
There is an economic slump, and 
many are unemployed. Antago- 
nisms sharpen. 

One of the most brilliant parts 
of the book is to be found in the 
section depicting the forging of 
leftist unity prior to the elections 
of February, 1936. In Gerona, at 
least, the agency fusing the forces 
of the various leftist elements is 
Freemasonry. 

The Masons, strategically placed 
in government, the police force, 
the army, want Spain rid of the 
Church,. completely secularized, 
and given to so-called “scientific 
progress.” They encourage any 
elements—be they Socialist, Anar- 
chist, Communist — with ecompar- 
able views, sure that they can use 
such elements to their own pur- 
pose, but always keep them in 
control. In this calculation they 
prove to be resoundingly wrong. 

In wizardly fashion, Mr. Giron- 
ella shows the. growth of Cem- 
munist power in the city, under 
the indulgence of the Masons. Its 
beginnings are small, but the fer- 
vor of the first members is fiery 
and tireless; their skill in propa- 
ganda is formidable; their worship 
of Stalin and the U.S.S.R. is un- 
faltering; and their unscrupulous- 
ness is boundless. They go along 
with the idea of the popular front 
of leftist parties, but only for their 
own ends. 


Reign of Terror 


The February, 1936 elections re- 
turn a leftist national government. 
And then there begins a reign of 
deliberate disorder, of politically 
motivated strikes, of violence and 
terror, and of treatment of reli- 
gion amounting to persecution. 
From February to July conditions 
worsen sickeningly, and it comes 
to be realized by many formerly- 
sympathetic with the leftists that 
nothing less than the pulveriza- 
tion of Spain and perhaps its en- 
slavement to Russia is in prospect. 

The consequent revolt of July 
19, 1936 reaches into Gerona, but 
there it fails. Then the Commu- 
nists, abetted by the Anarchists, 
loose bestial fury on the city. 
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Finally, there is the division as/| th

These two figures—the amount 
paid to build Catholic schools and 
the amount the government saves

“This is contribution No. 1 of 
the Catholics to the public schools 
of the United States,” Archbishop 
O’Hara asserts. 


“Contribution No. 2 is the local 
tax paid by Catholics along with 
their fellow-citizens.” He adds 
that a conservative estimate of. the 
proportion of Catholic children of 
the United States enrolled in the 
public schools is 38 per cent for 
the elementary schools and 60 per 
cent for the high schools. 

“Contribution No, 3” the Arch- 
bishop says, “is the state tax, 
which, like the local tax, is paid 
alike by Catholics and non-Catho- 
lies. It is the unused portion of 
these two taxes,” he points out, 
“representing the education ex- 
pense of 62 per cent of our ele- 
mentary school a and 40 per 
cent of our high school students, 
that makes up the gift of $1,120, 
692,000 to the public schools.”

“But it is not merely a question 
of using the common vernacular,” 
he added. “The whole structure of 


the liturgy then was much simpler’ 


than it is today. If a catechumen 
attended the liturgical celebrations 
a few times he could not help. un- 
derstanding what was taking 
place.” 

Another feature of the people’s 
worship then was that it was “more 
popular,” Father Hofinger said. 
“The whole< community of Chris- 
tians had an intense, active part 
to play. They considered the litur- 
gy ‘our worship,’ ‘our work.’ ” 

As a result, the liturgy helped 
build up the spirit-of community 
“so necessary in a time of perse- 
cution,” 

But, by the time of Charlemagne 
(about 800 A.D.), the liturgy had 
| become “not in theory but in prac- 
‘tice the work of the clergy,” Fath- 
er Hofinger said. “Moreover.. it 
was. celebrated always in Latin, in 
the Western Church, and from that 
time the liturgy helped the people 
very little, as far as instruction in 
their faith was concerned.” 

The Jesuit, who came to 
U.S. to teach at the University of 
Notre Dame’s' summer session. de- 
plored Nhe fact. that “90 per cent 
of our rWNigious formation is cen- 
tered in scholastic instruction.”

Sacraments affected by the new 
ruling are Baptism, Matrimony and 
Extreme Unction. Exceptions are 
made — that is Latin. must be 
used — in baptismal exorcisms, 
anointings, and essential Sacra- 
mental words (“I.. Baptize thee,” 
etc.). 


BLESSINGS FOR which the 
vernacular may be used are those 
for homes, medals and_ statues, 
candles and throats, before and 
after childbirth and with the distri- 
bution of ashes on Ash Wednesday. 

U. S. bishops composed the 

petition for the Latin-English 
ritual at their 1953 meeting. 

Kansas City Archbishop Edwin 
V. O’Hara, who headed the com- 
mittee, said at the time the Holy 
See’s permission was announced 
that “in large part” the Amer- 
ican request had been filled. He 
called the Sacred Congregation 
of the Holy Rite’s approval “a 
very generous grant.” 

Editorially noticing that quick 
approval of the new ritual has 
centered in the midwest, last week’s 
“Indiana Catholic Record” also re- 
called that it was here that Catho- 
lics took the U. S. lead in the mat- 
ter of parochial schools, frequent 
Communion and the Liturgical 
movement. 

The frequently tongue-in-cheek 
“Catholic and Record’ warned 
midwest Catholics about being 
‘lingoistic,” however, reminding 
that “we got Bingo from the East.”
